REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 -6, 8-10,12 and 1 3 are allowable because none of the prior art 
discloses an inspection apparatus comprising: the electromagnetic terahertz wave 
transmitting portion and the electromagnetic terahertz wave receiving portion disposed 
on opposite sides of the substrate facing each other with the substrate therebetween 
and the structure for holding the inspected object is between the electromagnetic 
terahertz wave transmitting portion and the electromagnetic terahertz wave receiving 
portion, and in the combination as claimed. 

Claim 15 is allowable because none of the prior art discloses an inspection 
apparatus comprising: the electromagnetic terahertz wave transmitting portion and the 
electromagnetic terahertz wave receiving portion disposed to face each other with the 
substrate therebetween, and the inspected object insertion means uses physical 
phenomenon at an interface, corresponding to a capillary phenomenon, to perform 
insertion, and in the combination as claimed.
